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Remarks 

The various parts of the Office Action (and other matters, if any) are discussed 
below under appropriate headings. 

Allowable Claims 

The Examiner's allowance of claims 10 and 1 1 is appreciated. 



Amendments 

Claim 1 has been amended to clarify the claimed system. Claims 4, 6, and 8 
have been amended to return them to dependent form, depending from claim 1 , in view 
of the withdrawal of their allowance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 or 103 

Claims 1, 5, 6, 7, 8, 12, 15, and 16 stand rejected under §1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Van Steenhoven (U.S. 4,162,779) and claims 4 and 9 under §1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over Van Steenhoven in view of Cuthbertson (U.S. Patent No. 
5,725,190). In particular, the Examiner read Van Steenhoven's upper housing 38 as 
the claimed adapter, the adapter 20 as the claimed mount, and the outlet box 12 as the 
claimed base. The Examiner further took the position that Van Steenhoven's slide bolt 
56 defines a latch mechanism. (Office Action mailed March 22, 2007, pages 2 and 3; 
see Van Steenhoven's Fig. 6, reproduced below.) The Examiner cited Cuthbertson for 
disclosing an element with an annular rib. (Office Action page 3.) 

In contrast to the position taken by the Examiner, we respectfully submit that the 
upper housing 38 of Van Steenhoven's light fixture 14 is an integral part of the light 
fixture, and therefore the rest of the light fixture 14 is not an article mountable to the 
claimed mount. 
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But even if the lower portion of Van Steenhoven's light fixture 14 is an article 
mountable to the upper housing 38 of the light fixture 14, Van Steenhoven does not 
disclose the claimed "mount being releasably couplable to the base via a latch 
mechanism." In contrast, Van Steenhoven's slide bolt 56 fails to releasably couple the 
adapter 20 (Examiner's mount) to the outlet box 12 (Examiner's base). Instead Van 
Steenhoven's slide bolt 56 is part of a mechanism that couples the upper housing 38 
(Examiner's adapter) of the light fixture 14 to the adapter 20 (Examiner's mount). 
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Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, the application is believed to be in condition for 

allowance.
